DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or 
groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1*499, applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim (s) 1-9, drawn to method for selecting and 
producing a compound. 

Group II, claim (s) 10-14, drawn to "repertory" of constructs and 
library of cells. 

The inventions listed as Groups I -II do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT 
Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: 

PCT Rule 13.2 requires that unity of invention exists only when 
there is a shared same or corresponding technical feature among 
the claimed inventions. Group II is directed to a repertory of 
constructs which are not used in the method of Group I . The 
method of Group I comprises steps that are not present in the 
product of Group II. 



Groups I- II are comprised of multiple inventions which are 
the products or methods drawn to independent and distinct 
sequences which lack a special technical feature because they

are different sequences, do not render obvious each other and 
thus are patentably distinct. Applicants must elect a single 
invention which is the product or method drawn to two specific 
sequences (and corresponding transcription factors) from 
appendix I to which the claims will be restricted. However, 
generic claims 1 and 10 will be examined so as to determine 
allowability. Note, this restriction to examination of a single 
sequence (with an exception made to increase to two due to the 
construction of the claims) is due to the now very high and 
undue burden for examining more than one sequence which is 
caused by the continued exponential increase of size of the 
sequence databases to be searched for each sequence, resulting 
in a corresponding increase in computer search time and examiner 
time for reviewing the computer search results. Therefore, the 
limited resources of the Office no longer permit examination of 
more than one sequence in an application. This is not an 
election of species, but is actually an election of one 
invention from among the many claimed. If generic claim 1 or 
claim 10 (whichever is in the elected group) is determined to be 
allowable, then the election of the invention drawn to two 
sequences will be withdrawn. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to 
be complete must include an election of the invention to be 
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examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1-143) .
